REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: Regarding claim 1 , the prior art does not suggest the connector as 
claimed, including the combination of all the claimed elements, the combination 
including the bump bar including the comb shaped bump surface occupying the space 
between terminals as claimed. Regarding claim 10, the prior art does not suggest the 
connector as claimed, including the combination of all the claimed elements, the 
combination including the fixing hole positioned on one side of the beam away from the 
slot and the reinforcing structure fastened through the hole onto the circuit board as 
claimed. Regarding claim 14, the prior art does not suggest the handheld device as 
claimed, including the combination of all the claimed elements, the combination 
including the connector mounted on the board, the elongated expansion card having an 
exposed portion located outside the casing, and the reinforcing structure engaging the 
connector to resist an impact force on the exposed portion of the card as claimed.
